Claims 1-15 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
of record fails to teach or suggest the claimed invention. Specifically, the prior art of 
record fails to teach or fairly suggest comparing program size of the objects obtained by 
the linking step with a program size of a executable objects stored in a storing section 
and storing program size and linking order when the size is smaller than the stored 
executable objects, as recited in independent claims 1 , 4, 7, 10 and 13. 

The prior art of record, APA, disclosed changing linking orders and the 
desirability of smaller code. However, APA failed to disclose the independent claims as 
recited, including a comparing of stored values step. 

The prior art of record, Smaalders, disclosed changing linking orders. However, 
Smaalders failed to disclose the independent claims as recited, including a comparing 
of stored values step and saving the smallest code. 

The prior art of record, TOSHIBA CORP (Patent Abstracts of Japan, Publication 
Number 08-101777, machine translation of detailed description on 2/17/05), failed to 
clearly disclose the independent claims as recited, including a comparing of stored 
values step and saving the smallest code based on linking order. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
